AN APPEAL FOR BREAD 


From the Suffering Victims ef the Michigan Fire. 
CINCINNATI, September 12.—The following appeal 
has been telegraphed from Port Huron: 


Port Huron, Mich., September 11—To the Ameri- 
can people: We have to-night returned from the 
burnt district of Huron and Sanilac counties. We 
have seen the burnt, distigured and writhing bod- 
ies of men, women and children; rough beard cof- 
fins containing the dead followed to the grave by a 
few blinded und despairing relatives; crowds of 
half-starved people fat some of the stations 
asking for Soend » for their families 
and neighbors. We hear of more than 
200 victims already burned and more charred and 
bloated bodies are daily discovered. Already more 
than 1,500 families are found to be utterly destitute 
and houseless, They huddle in barns, in school 
houses, and in their neighbors’ houses. 
Seorched, blinded and _ helpless some - still 
wander, half crazed, around the ruins of their 
habitations, vainly seeking their dead. Seme are 
in speechless agony, wringing their hands and 
refusing to be comforted, More than 10,000 te 
who onty a week ago occupied comfortable 
ure to-day houseless and homeless sufferers; they 
are hungry and almost naked when found and in 
such numbers and so widely scatteeed thatour best 
efforts and great st resources fail to supply their im- 
mediate wants, Without speedy aid many will 
many will suffer and become exiles. 
Our people will do their utmost for their relief, but 
all our resources weuld fail to meet their necessi- 
ties.

We print this morning a remarkable inter-

and south. Judge Hillyer is no alarmist, but 
careful , observant and deliberate in his opin- 
ions. His testimony following close upon 
that of Governor Brown, who wrote of the 
condition of the crops in the southwest and 
west, is entitled to the gravest -considera- 
tion. We have little doubt that the 
United States will grow this year 
the smallest crop of corn that it 
has had in years, and that the price will 
be pushed to high figures. We have littie 
confidence in the great corn reserve that 
is said to be in regions so far distant from the 
railroad that it has not paid to haul it for 
sixty or seventy cents a bushel. Our opinion 
is that the shortage will not be supplemented 
by the crops of any areas not, usually drawn 
on. The probabilitv that our cotton raisers 
will get a high price for their cotton is of very 
little account general caleula- 
tion.

THE SURPLUS FUNDS OF THE STATE. 

Alluding in Sunday’s issue of Tur Constt- 
tution to the bill introduced by Mr. Rice, of 
Fulton, which proposes to remit one-haff the 
taxes levied for the current year, in order to 
put to some definite use the large surplus 
whrich it is estimated will be left in the state 
treasury, we ventured to suggest that it would 
be-a good idea to use all surplus funds in pay- 
ing the interest on the state’s debt in advance. 
This was a suggestion; merely, but suggestions 
are in order when it is remembered how awk- 
wardly the law for the disposal of the state’s 
funds now operates. 

In the line of suggestion, therefore, a cor- 
respondent calls our attention to a measure 
introduced early in August last by 
Senator Dupont Guerry, of the 13th district, 
the purpose of which is to utilize the surplus 
funds of the state treasury. Senator Guerry’s 
bill provides that it shall be the duty of the 
treasurer of the state to keep in cash on hand, 
and in the vaults of the office of the treasury 
40 much, and no more, of the state funds as 
shall be necessary to provide for the payment 
of the ordinary and current.expenses, all of

of the governor, procure short 
from such depositories and draw against the 
bonds, or some of them, instead of selling the 
same; and should it necessary or 
proper for any reason the treasurer may, with 
the approval of the governor, change the de- 
positories, or he may sell the bonds and rein- 
vest in other regularly issued and duly regis- 
tered bonds of the United States, or he may 
exchange such bonds for such other bonds. 

Altogether, this is a very interesting bill, 
and we trust it will cause Our 
correspondent, referred to in the beginning of 
article, says it is a safe, wise 
and sensible scheme, and he adds 
that it approved by Senatyr 
Brown and other distinguished gentlemen.

Seme Rether Gloomy Views on the Situation. 

A CONSTITUTION representative met a day or two 
ago Mr William H Gilbert, of Bartow county, a gen- 
tleman who observes the signsofthe times closely 
ge hi~ 
eral. The conversation ing upon. the crop 
prospects, Mr Gilbert dias" “] think THe Consri- 
TUTION has put its figures for the cotton crop too 
high. Isee that you are counting on six million 
bales and some ofthe interviews had with men 
in your city who ought to know 
seem nearly, if not quite, to agree 
with you. I don’t know when we have had 
sucha failure in Bartow county. Our lands, as 
you know, are good, and a bale to two acres is ne 
more-than our farmers have the right to expect. 

“To-day I talked to one of the the largest farmers 
in the county and one of the shrewdest men I know, 
and he says that the average cropin thts county 
will not exceed a bale to eight acres. I have a field 
of eighteen ACTES of good land 
which has been  earefully cultivated. 

had reason to expect ten or twelve 
bales from that field. Ishall get three bales. Soit 
is over our county—or worse. I was fg Rome the 
other day, und heard men seriously talking about 
the cotton receipts of that city, which ought to ran 
over one hundred thousand bales, stopping soenie- 
where at fifty thousand. .I hear pat tig gs Ron 
ports from Arkansas and from Mississippi 
cen several planters from Alabama who tell me thas 
there will not be halfa cropin theirsection. Theseare 
discouraging facts, but we must look them squarely’ 
in the face. It is true cotton is bringing a good 
now compared to what was paid in some previous 
seasons, but the present figures are very low when 
we consider the quantity the farmer has to sell... I 
can but +hink it would be wise for those who can 
do so to hold their cotton. There will be such a de- 
mand for it as will necessarily carry prices higher. 
“One reason why many people are deceived as to 
the true condition of the crop isthe rapidity with 
which cotton is coming in. It is opening unusually 
early and instead o packing a 
in December in this county as 
usually do we shall be about through with our 
meagre crop by the last of October. Cotton is 
coming in fast now, but this rapid wind 2! will soon 
exhaust the crop, and I shall be surprised if it foots 
up five and a half million bales. 

I learn thatin Paulding and in parts of Cherokee 
the crops are good, but the rains seem to have fallen 
in small areas. Bartow, Floyd and Gordon, three 
exeelient counties, have suffered fearfully, and I 
expect the facts Lhave given you asto Bartow will 
apply to the other two.

Foreacre and President Hood, of the 
oxville and Maysville or Augusta and 
nexville, were here expecting to meet 
Messrs. Buford and Logan, of the Richmond 
and Danville syndicate, looking, it is said, to 
wedy completion to a connection with 
the Air-Line and probably consolidation with 
the roads of the syndicate, of the Augusta and 
Knoxville... Messrs. Logan and Buford did 
not arrive. It was stated that a telegram was 
received saying ‘they would be here Tuesday. 

Mr. T. Stobo Farrow, of Spartanburg. was 
here to meet Messrs. Logan and Buford in the 
interest of Spartanburg in the North Carolina 
Midland. Rev. C. H. Wiley and J. W. Als- 
paugh, of Winston, were also here, although 
the latter at least declared that his visit was 
not on railroad business, but as a witness in a 
suit before the superior court. 

, It was inkaeed on the streets, and the peo- 
ple were hardly convinced to the contrary, 
that the object ot the proposed meeting was 
to gobble up the Atlantic, Tennessee & Ohio. 
A reporter of the Observer met Colonel Myers 
of the road and inquired as to the foundation 
of the rumor. 

“There is not the slightest ground for ft,” 
replied the colonel. ‘There ix not even a 
proposition for the purchase of our road.” 

Do you think, colonel, there is any hope 
for the North Carolina Midland?” 

“None whatever. 1 have never believed in 
it since the transfer of the Virginia Midland 
to the Barbour syudicate. Idon’tsee any sense 
in Barbour’s repeated assertions that the road 
will be built. Turner Morehead and his 
friends, whose money is in the affair, may—I 
think they will very probably—get a road 
from Danville or some point.on the Piedmont 
road to Leaksville, but that will be the extent 
of it. There will be nothing more of- the 
Statesville or Mooresville matter.” 

It was said further that the 
and Lenoir road was to be 
and there were all sorts of rumors. One, 
for instance, that the Spartanburg and 
Statesville men would make an effort for the 
building of lines from Statesville to Lincoln- 
ton and from Spartanburg to Shelby, thus 
securing the subscription which the counties 
through which those lines would pass have 
made to the North Carolina Midland, and of- 
fering the inducement of those lines comple- 
ted in imagination in case it should be con- 
cluded at any time by the Richmond and Dan- 
ville syndicate to xbandon§ the lease of the 
North Carolina road and to build the North 
Carolina Midland after all.

It was also learned that a delegation of 
Winston men were to meet President Barbour, 
of the Virginia Midland at Washington 
yesterday, to learn from him definitely what 
was to be the fate’€@bf the North Carolina 
Midland. The result of that conference was 
to determine whether the subscriptions were 
to be abandoned or the 800 hands now at work 
onthe North Carolina Midland to be continued 
at that work.

THE CONVICTS. 


Senator Westbrook’s Proposed Bill for the Manage- 
ment and Control of the Convicts. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia: That, for the 
more efficient inspectionof the convict camps 
in this state, and the management and control 
of the convicts therein, there shall be estab- 
lished in this state a commission, to be known 
and styled as. “the Penitentiary Board of 
Georgia,” 

Section 2, Beit further enacted by the author- 
ity aforesaid: That said board shall consist of 
the governor of this state; the aftorney-gener- 
al; the principal keeper of the penitentiary: 
the -pliysician of the penitentiary; and the 
penitentiary; (to be 
elected as hereinafter provided). 

Section 5, Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid: That said board, ora ma- 
jority of which, constituting a quorum, 
shall meet at the capitol on the first 
in each month, to — transact 
any business necessary under the provisions 
of this act, and to reeeive the reports of those 
inspecting said cenvict camps, as hereinafter, 
provided. At the meetings of said board the 
governor shall be chairmain of same (or in 
vase Of his absence the board shall elect a 
chairman pro tem.), and the assistant keeper 
of the penitentiary shall be the secretary, 
and the actings and doings of said board shall 
be recorded in “ta boek of minutes’? to be 
provided for the same. _ 

Section 4. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That said board shall pre- 
seribe rules and regulations for the control and 
management of the convicts by the lessees, and 
shall prescribe the number of hours that said 
convicts shall be worked in each day, said 
hours to be between the rising and the setting 
of the sun, unless by consent of the convicts, in 
which event these consenting may be worked 
at night; they shall also prescribe the mini- 
mum amount of rations to be furnished each 
convict, and shall point out the mode and ex- 
tent of punishment to be inflicted upon con- 
victs, when it becomes necessary to punish 
the saine (but in no event shall a convict be 
punished without first being notified for what 
cause he orshe is to be punished, and the 
mode and extent of punishiment to be in- 
flicted. ) 

Section 5. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That it shall be the duty of 
said board to furnish the lessees with the 
rules and regulations made by them as_ proyi- 
ded in preceding section, and it shall 
be theduty of said board to have printed said 
rules and regulations, together with the laws 
now of force, allowing commutation for good 
behavior, imyposing. penalties for attempted 
escapes, and clothing and money to discharged 
convicts; and it shall be the duty of the les- 
sees to have said printed rules, regulations 
and laws posted conspicuously at each camp 
and read at least once a month, or oftener if 
necessary, to the convicts, and invariably to 
each convict at the time of being sent to the 
convict camps of the leesces, 

Section 6. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that it shall be the duty of 
the president of each penitentiary company 
to nominate a man, to be appointed by the 
beard, fur each convict camp,-whose duty it 
shall be to inflict punishment on the convicts, 
end it shall be the duty of the person so nom- 
inated and appointed to keep a record (in w& 
book provided for that purpose by the lessees) 
of the name of each convict punished, date of 
punishment, how punished, extent of punish- 
ment, and for what cause punishment in- 
flicted, gnd said book shall be always opened 
for Inspection to the board, the grand juries, 
or other petsons required by law to inspect 
the convict cnmps. 

Section 7. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aferesaid, That said beard, or a part 
thereof, shall .t cach convict camp (at 
times unknown to the lessces or their em- 
ployes) at least once in two weeks, or oftener 
if necessary, and make thorough inspection 
and investigation of such camps, convicts and 
books appertaining thereto, and report the re- 
sult of theirinspection and investigation in 
Writing to said board at the next regular meet- 
ing of same, convening after such visit, inspec- 
tion and investigation. 

Section $ Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority afuresaid, ‘That thereshall be an assis- 
tant keeper of the penitentiary, who shall be 
elected by the general assembly, and shall 
hold his office for the same term that the prin- 
cipal keeper. ef the penitentiary now holds, 
and shall reeeive asa salary twelve hundred 
dollars per annum, and shall be paid in the 
“ime manner and from the same fund, as the 
neve op keeper of penitentiary is paid, and 
it shali be the duty of said assistant keeper of 
the penitentiary to keep the books and records 
of the penitentiary (under the direction of the 
principal keeper of the penitentiary and of 
the board) required by law to be kept or which 
may hereafter be required by law to be kept, 
in the offices of the rd and principal keep- 
er of the penitentiary; and to perform such 
other duties as may be required of him by the 
board and principal keeper of the peniten- 
tiary. 
Section 7. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that it shall be the duty of 
the board to make reports to the governor of the 
names of all convicts whose uniform good 
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Section 10, Be it further ) enacted by the | 


authority aforesaid, that any person (except 
convicts who shall receive such punishment 
as fixed by the a ee any of the 
rules or regulations prescribed by the board 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon eonyiction shall be punished as provided 
in seetion 4310 of revised code, and it shall 
be the duty of the board in case of their 
knowing or receiving information of the vio- 
lation of the rules and regulations prescribed 
by them for thé management and control of 
the convicts in this state to present said per- 
son so Violating the rules and regulations to 
the grand juries of the respective counties 
where said camps are located. 

Section 11. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that the actual expenses in- 
eurred by the board in visiting and inspecting 
the convicts camps, as required by this act, 
shall be paid from the fund arising from the 
hire of convict upon an itemized statement of 
such actual expenses rendered by the party 


‘making the inspection, which account shall 


be audited and approved by a majority of the 
board before the governor shall be authorized 
to draw his warrant upon the treasury m 
payment of same. 

Section 12. Beit further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That it shall be the duty 
of said board to take general supervision of 
all the convicts in this state and to ste that all 
laws now of force orwhich hereafter may be of 
force, bearing upon the convict system. in this 
state are rigidly enforced, and it shall be the 
duty of said board upon receiving any in- 
formation of the violation of any of said 
laws to investigacte the facts conneted there- 
with, and if they find upen making such in- 
vestigation or from their own knowledge that 
said laws have been violated, they shall pre- 
sent the person offending to the grand jury as 
required by section 10 of this act. 

Section 13. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That each any every person 
exercising supervisory power over the convicts 
in this state shall take the following oath: | 
do solemnly swear that I will true answers 
make to any question put to me by the board 
(or any other duly authorized person inspect- 
ing the convict cainps) concerning the manage- 
ment and control of the convict under my 
charge, or any violation of the rules, regula- 
tions and laws relating to the government of 
same,and each member of said beard, or any 
person duly authorized to inspect the convict 
camps of this state is hereby enipowered, and 
authorized to administer said oath, 

Section 14. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That it shall be the duty of 
the secretary to make annual reports to the 
governor, (at the times now prescribed by law 
for making of reports by the heads of depart- 
ments to the governor), said reports 
to contain the results of the = labor 
(as pray sed hy this act) of the be wrdin the in- 
vestigation of the management of tlre convicts 
by the lessees, and the condition ef the con- 
victs and the convict camps as found to be by 
them in their investigations and inspections, 
and every fact necessary to be made known 
for a proper understanding of the working of 
the convicts under present penitentiary sys- 
tem, and it shall be the duty of the governor 
to lay said report before the general assembly 
at the regular sessions thereof.

Early after the return home of 
Captain Lyon a meeting was called by his firm of the 
creditors, and a request sent in that they should ap- 
winta committee to call upon TH Brown «& Co. 
‘he committee was appointed, the firm exhibited to 
them their indebtedness, which was about $12,000. 
The margins deposited with them being $5,700; the 
balance of the indieliadnens being profits. Brown 
& Co, proposed to turn over to the creditors about 
$6,500. The proposition was accepted unanimously, 
anda release in full given for all indebtedness, this 
accompanied with a complimentary resolution for 
the promptness in furnishing a statement and in 
turning over assets.

Some time last February a negro man known 4s 
Bill Morris was detected stealing Tue ATLANTA 
DAtLy Constitution from Mr. 8. M. Inman’s yard, 
éu Forsyth street. For several weeks the readers of 
Tus CONSTITUTION in various portions of tue city 
hal been greatly annoyed by these paper thieves, 
upd with a view Ww reaking up the 
habit Morris's arrest was caused, and _ his 
trial, which soon followed, ended in sending 
him to the chain-gang for several months, but Mor- 
ris was an early individual, and after a few weeks 
service vara Be in excuping, and until Sunday 
evening his whereabouts Was unknown.
